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m ALL TO WHOM THESE PRESENTS SHALL COME:

I disapprove, and am vetoing and filing with the Secretary of
State House Concurrent Resolution No. 42. This resolution directs that

space in the State Capitol Building which is now occupied by state agencies

be assigned to the Legislature upon vacation of the premises by these
agencies. Also, the Legislature is given the authority to assign this space

: to other agencies.

Present statutory law places the authority for control of public
buildings and allocation of space within them in the State Board of Control.
House Concurrent Resolution No. 42 proposes an amendment to statutory law
by resolution, which 1s in violation of Article 3, Section 30 of the
Constitution of the State of Texas. For this reason, I am hereby vetoing

this bill and filing it with the Secretary of State.

House Concurrent Resolution No. 42 was received in the Governor's

Office on July 3, 1968, less than 10 days prior to the adjournment of the

First Called Session of the 60th Legislature, and in accordance with
Article 4, Section 14 of the Constitution of Texas, the Bill, together with

this Proclamation, 1s filed with the Secretary of State.
